The following is a brief record of the school history of 
the town as it has transpired in the different districts. 


DISTRICT No. 1. Money, $316.50 


J. H. Smiru, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Fall Terms, 192 weeks. Winter Term, 
12 weeks. Total attendance Summer Term, 60; average, 
52.2. Total attendance Fall Term, 64; average, 55.2. 
Total attendance Winter Term, 63; average, 49.5. 

The Summer and Fall Terms were taught by Miss SusIE 
D. HasExTineE, the former faithful and acceptable teacher, 
The Winter Term was taught by Mr. H. THomson. 

The school is too large for the supervision and instruction 
of one person however rare the ability possessed. Miss 
Haseltine by employing assistance somewhat relieved her 
hands and carried her terms through with very good suc- 


cess.

Mr. Thomson undertook the whole task unaided, and it 
is no disparagement to his abilities to say that his task 
was altogether too great for them. With the best of in- 
tentions and endeavors there was too much upon his hands. 
Neither in order, in method, norin thoroughness, did he 
meet the demands of his situation. The District will be 
unwise to place again upon any one person, of however 
superior endowments, the whole charge of instructing ' 
and governing nearly seventy children of all grades of 
advancement. 


DISTRICT No. 2. Money, $169.03. 


N. B. Coucu, Prudential Committee. 


Summer, Fall, and Winter Terms, 26 weeks. Total 
attendance Summer Term, 32; average, 28. Total atten- 
dance Fall Term, 383; average, 30. Total attendance 
Winter Term, 33; average, 30. All the terms were taught 
by Miss Erta WesstTerR, who had charge of the school 
the previous year. 

The results of the present year were not less pleasant 
and satisfactory than those of the past year, but rather in- 
creasingly so. Teacher and pupils seemed to work with 
that perfect harmony of aim and effort which is the con- 
dition of the best success. 

No whispering, absence, or tardiness was the almost 
unexceptional record of 33 scholars. 


DISTRICT No. 8. Money, $172.70 


B. P. Rosie, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Winter Terms, 21 weeks. ‘Total atten- 
dance Summer Term, 22; average 19. Total attendance 
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Winter Term, 20; average, 19. Both terms were taught 
by Miss Linxi1z R. Douzer, and were well taught. Miss 
Dolber works with energy and decision, and is thorough 
in her method. The pupils were about perfect in punc- 
tuality of attendance, and very prompt aud distinct in their 
recitations. 

This district has not yet attained the renovated school- 
house of which hope was expressed last year, and of 
which the need is so great and so universally admitted. 
We trust the present Centennial year will furnish the 
needed inspiratiou, and bring the happy realization of 
what has so long been desired, viz.: a neat, comfortably 
seated, and well ventilated, school-room. When this is 
done we shall expect to see a chair provided for the teach- 
er, and also for an occasional visitor. 


DISTRICT No. 4. Money, $87.06. 


G. F. Roiirns, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Fall Terms, 153 weeks. Total attendance 
Summer Term, 12; average, 11.1. Total attendance Fall 
Term, 20; average, 17. Miss Mary E. Spotter, the 
teacher of the previous year, was again employed, and 
with results correspondingly good. The same punctuality 
in attendance, the same good conduct in school, and the 
same interest, diligence, and success in study. 

Miss Spollett also taught asupplementary private school, 
a helpful addition to the limited public provision. 


DISTRICT No. 5. Money, $58.47. 


A. WeeExks, Prudential Committee, 


Fall Term, 12 weeks. Total attendance, 19; average, 
16. By avery wise arrangement between this and the

adjoining district, No. 10, the scholars in this district 
were allowed to attend the school in the neighboring dis- 
trict, thus doubling the length of their schooling and not 
diminishing in the least ‘its quality—for*the schools 
united were none too large for ateacher’s care. They were 
rather improved in interest and profit by the increase of 
numbers. We trust the same judicious arrangement will 
be perpetuated. 

Mrs. L. S. Hooke taught the schools in both districts, 
and with no abatement of that zeal and energy which had 
before placed her in the front rank of our teachers, and 
always made her schools models of good order and im- 
provement. 


DISTRICT No. 6. Money, $65.19, 


J. W. Tow1e, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Fall Terms, 18 weeks. Total attendance 
Summer Term, 13; average, 11.9. Total attendance 
Fall Term, 13; average 10.5. Miss Carrie EK. Erskine, 
the teacher of both terms, was a beginner in the work of 
instruction, and a beginner of the right kind—full of 
interest in, and unwearied attention to, her duties. The 
pupils in this district are few and the terms very brief. 
The advantage of union with either of the adjoining dis- 
tricts’ or of connection after the manner of Nos. 5 and 10, 
is so evident that we hope it will receive the thoughtful 
consideration of the inhabitants. It seemed a mistake 
that the second term of the school should commence two 
weeks before a large portion of the scholars were ready to 
attend. 
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DISTRICT No. 7. $88.53. 
E. HasELrine, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Fall Terms, 11 weeks. «Total attenddnce 
Summer Term, 34; average, 32. Total attendance Fall 
Term, 34; average, 32. Miss Etvrra Gorpon was in 
charge both terms, and showed herself a very efficient and 
capable teacher. The Summer term closed with a very 
satisfactory exhibition of results in the deportment and 
progress of the pupils. The second term, opening with 
pleasant promise, was after three weeks closed by the 
illness of Miss Gordon and not again resumed. 

A term of private instruction has been taught by Miss 
JENNIE HASELTINE. 


DISTRICT No. 8. Money, $98.12. 
J. Wasson, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Fall Terms, 20 weeks. Total attendance 
Summer Term, 17; average 15. Total attendance Fall 
Term, 18; average, 17. Miss Sarau L, HAsSELTINE was 
the teacher of both terms. It was her first school in 
town, and in every way asuccess. Pleasant, orderly, and 
efficient in manner, and thorough in method, she secured 
results gratifying to pupils, parents, and committee.

‘Total attendance 
Winter Term, 13; average, 11. Mrs. L. P. Hooke was 
the instructor of both terms, as reported in connection 
with district No. 5. 

Miss Lucy A. GREENOUGH has had charge of the 
Academy, and has rendered a Supplementary service to the 
cause of education among us most acceptable and val- 
uable, we might say indispensable. We only regret that 
the remuneration does not correspond better to the worth 
of the service. May the satisfaction of laboring for the 
benefit of her native town compensate in a measure for 
the deficiency of pecuniary compensation ! 

With the exception of the drawback referred to in con- 
nection with district No. 1, your committee deems the 
results of the educational year now closing every way sat- 
isfactory and cheering. ‘Tried and faithful teachers have 
been employed. Confidence has been won and retained. 
Most of the schools have had frequent visits from parents 
and friends, and the examinations have been well attended 
and gratifying to all concerned. The punctuality in at- 
tendance exceeds that of any previous year. And, if we 
judge by this test, and it is usually a good one, a propor- 
tionate advantage has been received by those in attendance. 

In several of our districts the sum of money apportioned 
is very small and inadequate. Only private effort and 
sacrifice supplies in those districts the deficiency of the 
public provision. We rejoice that in so many cases this 
effort and sacrifice are cheerfully made by parents who re- 
gard it as a matter of first interest by all means to secure 
to their children the elements of a good education. 

If this spixit prevails and extends among our citizens, 
whatever our poverty and deficiencies in other respects, 
we shall be rich in that best possession—a rising genera- 
tion who are learning to respect themselves, and who are 
resolved to make the most of the powers which God has 
given them. 

It may be added that the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction has called for some service in connection with 
our Centennial Exhibition, which your committee has en- 
deavored to fulfil to the best of his ability.
